And there- 
foꝛe our life in the Scripture is called a 
walking: foꝛ that as the body daily dꝛaw⸗ 
eth moꝛe and moꝛe nctre his end, that is, 
to the carth: enen ſo our ſoules dꝛaw 
daily mo2e and mo2e nere tnfo death, 
that is, ſaluation o2 damnation, heauen 
92 hell. 
Df which thing, «at wer are moſt 
tareleſſe and verp foles, (fo2 wer alas, 
are thc ſame to day we were pcfferday, 
and not better aꝛ ncerer to God, but ra⸗ 
ther ncerer to hell, Satan and perdition : 
being couctous, idle, carnall, ſeture, neg⸗ 
ligent, pꝛoud, tc.) J thinke mp labour 
carmot bee better beſtowed then with 
the Baptiſt, Chꝛiſt Jeſus, and his Apo- 
files, to harpe on this ſtring, which of all 
other is moſt neceſlary, any that in theſe 
daies moſt ſperially. Nhat ſtring is that 
ſaith one: Feꝛſoth, bꝛother, the ſtring of 
Kepentante, the which Chꝛiſt our Saut- 
mor did ble, firſt in oo Miniſterp; and as

This ſentence thus RES, and 


ꝓꝛeached by our Sautour Jeſus Chiiſt, 


cauſe to ſtir bs vp thereunto, name⸗ 
iy, fo2 that The Kingdome of Heaven 


(which is a Kingdome of all ioy, peace, 


riches, power and pleaſure) is at hand, to 
all ſuch as do ſa, that is, as do repent. So 
that the meaning hereof is, as thongh 
our Sauiour might thus ſpeake pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly: Sirs, kozthat Aſee pou all walking 
the w2ong war, euen to Satan, and vn⸗ 
to hell fire, by following the Bingdome of 
Satan, which now is coloured under the 
-vaine pleaſures of this life, and foolith- 

neſſe of the fleſh; moſt ſubtillp, tu your 
vtter vndoing and deffrncion : behold, 
and marke well what J ſap vnta pou:

Here we map note, frſt the cozruption 1 


of gur nature, in that to this commande- 
ment, Repent you, hee addeth a ſe, 
For the Kingdome of Heaven 1s at hand: 

Fo2 by reaſon of the coꝛruption and fro- 


wardnes of our nature, God vnto all his 


Commandements commonly either ad⸗ 
deth ſome pꝛomiſe to pꝛouoke vs to obe- 
dience, oꝛ elſe ſome ſuch ſtifficient cauſe, 
as cannot but tickle vs vp toheartylabo- 
ring fo2 the doing of the ſame : as here 
to the commandement of doing penance, 
bee addeth this reaſon oz cauſe , ſay- 
ing: For the Kingdome of Heauen is at 
hand. 

Againe, in that hee iopneth to the 
Commandement the cauſe, ſaping, For 
the Kingdome of Heauen is at hand: 
wee map learne that of the Uingdome 
of Mrauen, none (to whom the mi⸗ 
niſterp of pꝛeaching doth appertaine) 
can be partaker, but ſuch as repent and 
do penance, Therefoꝛe, deareꝶ beloued,

that vou cannot enter therein, ertept pou 
repent : J beſtech you all of euerp eſtate; 
nas vou deſire your owne peace of conſci⸗ 
ente, to repent and doe penance. The 
which thing that ye may doe, J will en⸗ 
deuaux m beſt now to heipe vou, by 
Sods Frace. 25 | 
But firſt, becauſe we cannot well tell 
what Kepentance is, thꝛough ignoꝛance, 
and fo2 lacke of knowledge, and falſe 
teaching: J will (to beginne withall) 
ſhew you what Kepenfance is. Kepen⸗ 
tance oꝛ penance is no Engliſh woꝛd, but 
we bozrow it of the Latiniſts, to whom 
Penance is a foze-thinking in Engliſh, 
in Gzeeke a being wiſe afterwards : in 
Hebzew a connerſion 62 turning; the 
which conuerſion o2turning , in that it 
cannot be true and hearty, vnto God e⸗ 
ſpecially, without ſome god hope oꝛ truſt 
of pardon, foꝛ that which is already done 
and paſt: J map well in this ſe2t define 
it; namely, that penance is a ſoꝛrowing 
02 foꝛethinking foꝛ our fins paſt, an car- 
neſt purpoſe to amen», o2 turning ta 
God with a truſt of pardon. © 
This definifion mäp be dintded into 
these parts: firſt, a ſoꝛrowing fo2 —_— 
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Secondly,a trait of pardon, which other 


wiſe way bee called, a perſwaſron of 
Gods mercp, by the merits of Chꝛiſt, foz 
the foꝛgiueneſſe of onr ſins: And thirdlp, 
a purpoſe to amend, oz conuerſion to a 
new life. The which third, oz laſt part, 
tannot be called p2operly a part, fo2 it is 
but an effect of penance, as towards the 
end pee ſhall ſee, by Gods grace. But 
teſt ſuch as ſeeke fo2 occaſlon to ſpeake 
euill, ſhould haue any occaſton though 
they farry not out the cnd of the ſermon, 
I therefoze diuide Penance into the th2e& 
afozcſaid parts: 

1. Of ſoꝛrowing fo2 our finne. 

2. Ol gad hope, 02 truſt of pardon. 

2. Dfanewlite. 

Thus you map ſe what penance is: a 
ſoꝛrowing foꝛ ſinne, a purpoſe to amend, 
with a good hope oꝛ truſt of pardon. 

This penance not onlp differcth from 
that which men tommonlp haue taken to

Faſtingsyz Pilgrimages, Almeſdeds , 
and ſuch like things; but alſs from that 
which the moꝛe learned haue declared

Foz this woꝛd, 
iuſt and full, is one of the differences, be⸗

Confeſſion, thep call a numbꝛing of 
all their ſinnes in the eare of their ghoſfly .. 
Father: fo2 as (ſay they) a Judge can- 


not abſolue without knowledge of the 


cauſe oꝛ matter; ſo cannot the pꝛieſt o 
ghoſtly father. abſolue from other ſinnes, 
then thoſe which he doth heare. 
Satiſfaction, they call amends making 
vnto God fo? their ſinnes, by their bndue 
wozkes , Opera indebita , Workes more 
then they need to doe, as they terme 
chm. This is their penance which they 
pꝛeach, wꝛite, and allow: But how true 
this ſtuffe is, how it is to be allowed, 
taught, pꝛeached and wꝛitten, let vs a lit⸗ 
tle conſider. If a man repent not vntill 
he haue a iuſt and full ſoꝛrowing foꝛ his 
ſins (dearelp beloued) when ſhall he re- 
pent- Fo2 in as much as hell fire, and the 


puniſbment ot the deuils, is a uſt puniſd⸗ 


ment fo2 ſinne: In ag much as in all ſin, 


there is a contempt ef God, which is all 


godnes, and therefoꝛe there is adeſert of 
-* all

all ine ſle: Alas, who can beare oꝛ fœle 


this iuſt ſoꝛrow, this full ſo2row foꝛ our 
ſinnes, this their contrition, which they 


doe To diſcerne from their attrition? 


Shall not man by this doctrine, rather 
deſpaire, then come by Repentance? If a 
man repent not vatill he haue made ton⸗ 


feſſion of all his tiunes in the care of his 
ghoſtiy father: if a man cannot haue 
-abſolnkion of his ſinnes „ vntill his 
ſinnes ber told by tale and number in 
the Pꝛieſts eare: in that (as Dauid ſaith) 
none tan vnderſtand, much leſſe then vt⸗ 
ter all his ſinnes: Delicta quis intelligit? 
Who can vſiderſtand his ſinnes? In that 


. Danid of himſelfe complaineth elſewhere 


how that his finnes are ouerflowed his 
head, and as a heaup burthen do oppꝛeſſe 
him; Alas, ſhall not a man bp this do- 
crine,beviterly dꝛiuen fromrepentance? 
Though they haue gone about, ſome- 
thing to make a plaiſter foꝛ their ſoꝛes of 
confeſſion 02 attrition, to allwage this 
Nuffe ; bidding a man fo hope well of 


his cqntrition, though it be not ſo full as 


is required; and of his confeſlion, though 
he haue not numbꝛed all his ſinnes, ik fo 


ber that hee doe ſo muchas in him lieth:

If they had taken ſatiſfaction fozthat 
which is done to the Congregation pub⸗ 
likely, by ſome notable puniſhment, as in 
the Pꝛimitiue Church was vſed ta open 


offenders, \ parkles whereof. and ſame 
traces pet remaine, when ſach as har

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*finmed in adulterp, goe about the Church 


with a Taper in their Shirts: oꝛ if they 
had made Satiſfaction fo2 reſtitution to 


manward, of ſuch gods as w2ongfully 


are gotten, the which true penance can⸗ 


not be without: oꝛ if by Satiffacion,thep 
had meant a new life, to make amends 


to the Congregation thereby, as by their 
euill life they did offend the Congregati- 
on; in which ſenſe the Apoſtle ſ&mecth to 


take that which he wꝛiteth in 2. Cor. 7. © 
where the old Interpꝛeter calleth Apolo- 


gian HSatilfaction, which rather ſignifieth 
a defence oꝛ anſwering againe. If, I ſap, 
they had taken Satiſfaction any of theſe 
waies, then they had done well, fo that 
the Satiſfaction to God had beeneleft all 
only ta Chꝛiſt. 

Againe, If thep had made confeſſion, 


either foz that which is to God pzinatlyp, 


o2 foꝛ that which is to the Congregati- 
on publikelp, cither foz that which is a 
fre conſultation with ſome one learned 
in Gods Bweke, and appointed thereun⸗ 
to, as firſt it was vſed, and J wiſh were 
now vſcd amongſt vs, either fo2 that 
which is a reconciliation of one to ang» 
ther, it had beene ſomething : yea, if they

Foz we ſay pc- 
nance hath the parts;Contrition,if pou 
vnderſtand it foz a bearty ſozrowing fo2 
fin ; Confeſſion, if vou vnvcrſtand it foz 
faith, of free pardon in Gods mercy, by 
Jeſus Chziſt;and Satiſfacion,ifvou vn⸗ 
derſtand it not to Goowards ( roz that 
onely to Chꝛiſt muſt be left alone) but to 
manward in reſtitution of gods wꝛong⸗ 
fulip oz fraudulently gotten; of name hin⸗ 
|  D2ed by our flanders , and in newnelle 
| of life: although, as J ſaid befoze, and 
anon Will chew moze plainly, by Gods 
grace, that this laſt is no part of penance

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inded, but a plaine effec oz fruit of true 
penance. 

might here bꝛing in examples of their 
penance, how perilous it is to be embꝛa⸗ 
ced: but let the example of their graund 
Spꝛe ludas ſerue, in whem we ſee all the 
parts of their penance, as they deſcribe 
it, and pet not\vithſkanding he was dam⸗ 
ned. Me was ſo2rp enough, as the effect 
ſhewed: he had their contrition fullp, out 
: the which hee confefſed his fault, ſap 

ing: 1 haue berraicd the innocent bloud : 
and thereunto hz made ſatiſfagton, re⸗ 
ſtoꝛing the monep he& had receiued. Fut 
pet all was but loſſe, he hanged vp him- 
ſelfe, his bowels burſt out, and he remai- 


ned achild of perdition koꝛ euer. J would 


with that this example of Iudas in whom 
ye lee the parts of their penance, contriti⸗ 
on, confcſſton and ſatiſfagion, would 
moue them to penance, and to defcribe it 
alittle better, making hbpe oz truſt of 
Gods fkreemercp a pete thereof, oz elſe 

with ludas they will marre all. 
Merchance theſe wo2dg,contrition con⸗ 
fellion, and ſafiſfamion, were vſed as A 
haue crpounded them at the firſt, But in 
that we ſe ſo much danger and hurt by v⸗ 
ſing

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ſing them without Expoſitionszeither let 
vs iopne to them open Expoſitions al- 
waies, oꝛ elſe let vs not vſe them at all, 


but ſay as J Waite , that penance is a 


hearty ſozrow foz our ſinnes, agod hope

is not without an carncft purpoſe to a- 
mend, oꝛ a new life. This perance is the 
thing, whereto all the Scripture calleth 
vs. This penance do Jnow call pou all 
bnto : this muſt bee continually in vs, 
and not foꝛ a Lent ſcaſon, as wee haue 
thought: this muſt increaſe daplp moꝛe 
and mo2e in vs: without this we cannot

life. The which that pee map the rather 
attame, and get to pour comfoꝛts, as J 
Þaur gone absut to be a meane to ſtirre 
vp in pou (by Gods grace) this deſire of 
Repentance,ſoih2ough the ſame grace of 
God, will X goc about now to ſhew pou 
bow you may haue your deſire in this be⸗ 
talfc. 

And firſt concerning this part,namcly, 
ſozrow fez our ſnnes, and hcartp lamen- 
ting ſoꝛ the ſame : Foꝛ this, if pon defire 

the hauing of it, you muſt beware, that

thy damnation due fo2 thy many ſinnes. 

The Law of God therefo2e mull bee 


gotten, and carefully loked in; we muſt 


loke in it ſpirituallp, and not cozpoꝛal⸗ 
Ip, oz carnallp, as the outward woꝛd oz 
letter doth declare and vtter: and ſo our 
Samour teacheth vs in Matthew, ex⸗ 
pounding the ſixt and ſeuenth Comman- 
dements, not onelp after the outward 
ded, but alſo after the heart, making 
there the anger of the hcart a kind of 
murther;luſting after another mans wife 
a kind of adultery. 

And this is one of the differences be⸗ 
tweene Gods Law, and mans law; that 
of this (mans law J meane) J am not 
condemnable, fo long as Jobſerue out- 
war diy the ſame. But Gods Law go⸗ 
eth to the rot and to the heart, con⸗ 
demning me fo2 the inward motion, al⸗ 
though ontwardly J line ——— 
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As fo2 example: 2 Ik A kill no man, 

though in my heart I hate, mans law 
condemneth me not: but otherwiſe doth 
Gods Law. And why? foz it ſ&th the 
rot whence the euill doth ſpzing. If 
hatred were taken out of the heart, then 
loftineſſe in lokes, detraction in tongue, 
and murther by hand, could neuer enſue. 
Af luſting were out of the heart, curi⸗ 
oſitp in countenance , wantonneſle in 
wo2ds, lothſome boldnes in hy would 
not appearc. 

In that therefoze this outward euill 
ſp2ings out of the inward tozruption: 
leeing Gods Law alſo is a Law of liber⸗ 
tp, as ſaith Saint lames; and ſpirituall, 
as ſaith Saint Paul; perfedaip and ſpiri⸗ 
tuallp it is to bee vnderſtod, ik we will 
trulp come to the knowlcdge of our ſins. 
Foz of this inward cozruption , reaſon 
knoweth little o2 nothing. J had not 
knowne (ſaith Paul) that luſting (which 
to reaſon, and to them which are guided 
only bp reaſon, is thought but a trifle:) 
A had not knowne, ſaith he, this luſting 
to haue bene ſinne, if the Law had not 
ſaid, Von concupiſces, Thou ſhalt not luſt. 


Zo the knowlevge therefoze of our fin 
(with- 
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(without which we cannot repent, oz be 


ſoꝛrp fo2 our ſinne) let vs ſecondly get vs 
. Gods Law, as a glaſſe to loke in: and 


that not onely literally, outwardip, o 


partlpʒ but alſo ſpirituallp, inwardly and 


th2oughly. Let vs conſider the heart, 
and ſo ſhall we ſ& the foule ſpots we 


are ſfained withall, at leaſt inwardly, 


whereby we the rather may be moued to 
hearty ſozrow and ſighing. Foz as Saint 


Auguſtine ſaith, it is a glaſſe that feareth 


no body, but euen lake what a one thou 


art, ſo it painteth ther out.
